The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
neither teach nor suggest coating sides the ridge portions and bottom surfaces of the 
recess portions of the first nitride based semiconductor layer with amorphous insulating 
film; growing a second nitride based semiconductor layer on a region of the first nitride 
based semiconductor layer other than the region of coated with amorphous insulating 
film, wherein regions of the first nitride semiconductor layer as seed; separating the 
second nitride semiconductor layer from the ridge portions by irradiating the region 
corresponding to the seed with laser beam.
